and would be used as a basis for

contention that the torpedoing of 
the Lusitania was justifiable, but 
admitted that the loss of American 
lives was not justifiable 
and

pressed regret and promised finan­ 
cial reparation. 
“The note has not been accept­ 
ed,” Polk said. “ It w ill not be made 
public. 
Stories that state that it 
has been accepted and will be made 
public were printed
